Examples of such structures include homes and other permanent or 
temporary residences, food-processing facilities, industrial and commercial buildings, 
trash receptacles, agricultural and public buildings, transport vehicles (such as ships, 
trains, and aircraft), docks, and ports or terminal buildings and related structures around 
and associated with these sites.  Fence and perimeter baiting beyond 100 feet from the 
structures as defined above is prohibited.

Where to treat 
Determine areas where rats and mice will most likely find and consume the bait.
Generally, these areas are along walls, by gnawed openings, in corners and concealed 
places, between floors and walls, beside burrows or in locations where rodents or their 
signs have been observed.  Remove as much food as possible prior to baiting. 

How to treat 
Cut off the dome end of the tube taking care not to damage the screw thread. Cut off 
tapered nozzle to achieve an opening of approximately ½ inch in diameter.  Screw the 
nozzle onto the tube before inserting into the caulking gun.
Apply the required amount of Brodifacoum Paste (see table below) at intervals spaced 
10 to 30 feet apart in areas where rats or mice are active, in runs or near harborages. 
For severe infestations, apply at the highest listed treatment rate in bait stations 10 to 
15 feet apart.
After application, deposit any ‘run-on’ by drawing the end of the nozzle against the bait 
container. Cover the nozzle when not in use, and release the caulking gun pressure to 
prevent leakage.
When to Retreat 

Maintain an uninterrupted supply of fresh bait for 10 days or until signs of rat or mouse 
activity stops. To reduce re-infestation, limit food, water, and harborage as much as 
possible.  If re-infestation does occur, repeat treatment.
